A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board 
of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  April  6 
at  7:04  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta.

A  letter  was  next  received  from  Fairhaven 
resident  David  Branco  urging  the  board  to  consider 
increasing  SRTA's  bus  service  to  the  town. 
Chairman  DeCosta  noted  that  Mr.  Branco 
erroneously  states  that  Mattapoisett  is  serviced  with 
only  two  round  trips  a  day,  when  actually  it  has 
three  scheduled.  Mr.  DeCosta  also  said  that  since  the 
town  has  previously  studied  the  usage  of  public 
transportation  in  town,  he  thinks  the  three  daily 
trips  are  sufficient  for  the  town  at  the  present  time. 
"We  did  have  a  fourth  trip  later  in  the  day,  but  no 
one  was  riding  then,  so  we  discontinued  it,"  he  said. 

The  ORR  School  District  sent  notification  to 
the  board  that  a  meeting  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
and  Capital  Repairs  Subcommittee  has  been 
scheduled  for  Wednesday,  April  7  at  5:00  pm  in 
ORR's  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Kunces  Memorial  Library.

program  for  early  budget  review  and  accelerated  tax 
rate  approval.  Mattapoisett  has  already  submitted  an 
application  and  hopes  to  be  selected  for  this 
program  through  which  it  can  receive  a  $3,000  grant 
if  they  are  one  of  the  first  approved  municipal 
budgets  of  the  fiscal  year.

expenses,  and  40  percent  to  be  returned  to  the  cities 
and  towns  for  local  aid.  Mr.  O'Loughlin  would  like 
all  municipalities  in  the  Commonwealth  to  support 
legislation  returning  to  this  formula. 

Selectman  Mahoney  said  he  supports  the 
idea,  but  questioned  Mr.  O'Loughlin's  citing  of  the 
original  formula.

a  half  year  deferment  excepting  cases  where  the  DEP 
recognizes  a  landfill  which  is  a  legitimate  health 
hazard/'  he  said. 

This  two  and  a  half  year  extension  was 
welcomed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  originally 
requested  that  from  the  DEP  but  were  turned  down. 
"That's  what  we've  been  asking  for  the  last  ten 
years,"  Selectman  Mahoney  said. 

In  terms  of  the  waste  ban  on  recyclable 
materials,  Mr.  Straus  said  the  House  has 
recommended  that  $5  million  be  taken  out  of  their 
existing  budget  for  assistance  in  maintaining  and 
starting  regional  recycling  programs  throughout  the 
state.  This  way,  towns  like  Mattapoisett,  Marion  and 
Rochester  can  have  a  fair  shot  at  getting  DEP- 
approved  programs. 

Mr.  Straus  also  briefly  discussed  the 
Education  Reform  Bill  which  is  still  being  kicked 
around  in  Congress.  He  said  the  attitude  of  most 
legislators  is  beginning  to  change  and  they  are 
starting  to  look  more  discriminately  at  per  pupil 
spending  figures  and  the  amount  each  town  will  be 
required  to  contribute. 

"The  long  term  goal  is  to  get  the  state  to 
increase  its  share  of  educational  spending,"  Mr. 
Straus  said,  "but  I  don't  think  you'll  see  many 
changes  in  the  structural  part  of  the  bill  in  terms  of 
how  the  schools  should  be  run." 

Chairman  DeCosta  stressed  his  major 
concern  was  that  Mattapoisett  will  be  mandated  to 
spend  a  certain  amount  of  money  per  pupil 
(currently  set  for  $5,500  per  student).  Mr.  Straus  said 
the  town  already  spends  close  to  that  amount  and  he

doesn't  see  any  movement  to  increase  that  amount 
in  the  near  future. 

Chairman  DeCosta  acknowledged  the 
presence  of  Selectman  David  L.  Hughes  from 
Rochester  at  the  meeting.  Mr.  Hughes  said  he  had 
come  to  thank  the  board  and  the  town  for  helping 
friend  and  former  Rochester  resident  Mahoney 
Cabral  who  recently  lost  his  home  in  a  fire.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Health,  Mr.

Town  Counsel  Thomas  P.  Crotty  next 
submitted  a  letter  to  the  board  on  the  request  of  Carl 
Ribeiro  of  the  Finance  Committee  relative  to  Tax 
Collector/Treasurer  fees.  Until  a  Town  Meeting  vote 
taken  in  1992,  all  fees  collected  by  the  Ms.  Helen  G. 
Westergard  (Town  Treasurer/Tax  Collector)  in  town 
were  previously  kept  by  the  person  elected  to  that 
position  as  personal  payment.  However,  the  1992 
Town  Meeting  changed  that  by  amending  the  by- 
law to  compensate  the  tax  collector/ treasurer  by 
increasing  her  pay,  effective  July  1, 1992  and 
funnelling  all  fees  collected  into  the  town  treasury. 

According  to  Mr.  Crotty  in  his  letter, 
"Notwithstanding  town  meeting's  apparent  intent  to 
make  the  compensation  change  effective  July  1, 1992, 
the  tax  collector/treasurer  has  paid  to  herself  the 
fees  collected  in  July  and  August  1992"  and  is 
relying  on  a  state  law  "which  provides  that  'before  a 
by-law  can  take  effect,  it  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General.'" 

Mr.  Crotty  said  he  concurs  that  Ms. 
Westergard's  interpretation  is  correct,  since  the  by- 
law change  —  pending  approval  of  the  Attorney 
General's  office  —  did  not  take  effect  until 
September  1992  and  she  may  keep  the  fees  collected 
up  to  that  point.  An  average  of  $11,000  in  fees  is 
collected  by  the  office  within  a  given  fiscal  year 
($1800  -  $2000  for  a  two-month  period). 

But  Mr.  Crotty  noted  that  the  town  can 
rectify  the  matter  if  Ms.  Westergard  is  re-elected  by 
reducing  the  salary  for  the  position  until  the 
overpayment  is  recouped.  Otherwise,  they  may  have 
to  consider  other  options  to  recover  their  losses.

Selectman  James  M.  O'Loughlin  of  Dracut, 
MA  next  sent  a  letter  to  the  board  asking  them  to 
support  legislation  to  return  to  the  formula  of  local 
aid  in  regard  to  lottery  monies  collected  in  the  state. 
Back  in  1972,  the  lottery  system  was  established 
using  the  following  formula:  45  percent  of  the 
monies  would  be  returned  in  the  form  of  prizes;  15 
percent  would  be  used  for  operating  expenses;  and 
40  percent  would  be  returned  to  cities  and  towns  for 
local  aid. 

Several  years  ago,  however,  the  legislature 
capped  the  amount  of  money  returned  to  cities  and 
towns  at  $329  million.  This  has  taken  away  a  great 
source  of  funding  for  local  aid  from  municipalities 
throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Mr.  O'Loughlin  asked  that  the  board  pledge 
their  support  to  this  endeavor.  The  board 
unanimously  agreed  to  help,  and  said  they  would 
draft  a  letter  to  Rep.  Straus  and  Sen.  Pacheco  on 
behalf  of  the  proposed  legislation. 

Chairman  Brown  next  noted  a  letter  from  the 
state  advertising  surplus  property  which  is  available 
for  purchase.  Some  of  the  items  include  computers, 
monitors,  keyboards,  metal  desks  and  office 
furniture.

When  voters  look  at  their  ballots  they  will  be 
looking  at  the  future  of  Marion  in  a  world  filled  with 
diseases,  chemicals,  and  problems  —  a  world  in 
which  their  children  will  live  and  every  vote  should 
be  cast  with  that  vision  in  mind  when  they  choose 
Marion's  new  Board  of  Health.

Book  Review 


The  Harvest 

•  Robert  Charles  Wilson,  Spectre/Bantam,  $12 

What  if  the  endre  human  race  was  invited  to  heaven  and  you 
decided  to  stay  behind?  What  kind  of  civilization  would  survive  if 
9,999  out  of  10,000  people  left  the  planet? 

If  you  were  staying,  what  would  you  say  to  the  ones  who  had  not 
left  yet?  What  if  you  were  a  widower  whose  only  child  had  chosen 
to  leave  and  you  were  terrified  of  losing  her? 

On  the  other  hand,  if  you  decided  to  take  the  offer,  how  would 
you  say  goodbye  to  the  ones  staying  behind? 

These  are  the  quesdons  that  face  Dr.  Matt  Wheeler  and  other 
residents  of  the  town  of  Buchanan,  Oregon,  in  The  Harvest  by 
Robert  Charles  Wilson.  When  aliens  come  to  earth,  they  offer 
humanity  a  chance  at  life  eternal  and  near  infinite  power.  Most 
take  the  offer.  One  in  10,000  do  not. 

That  leaves  approximately  10  people  in  Buchanan  watching 
others  leave,  trying  to  hold  the  town  together,  learning  to  rely  on 
each  other  and  planning  for  an  unknown  future. 

On  a  collision  course  with  Wheeler's  efforts  to  establish  a 
community  and  preserve  his  town  is  Col.  John  Tyler,  whose  answer 
to  the  aliens  is  portable  weaponry  and  a  defense  of  what  remains 
of  the  United  States  by  what  remains  of  the  United  States  military 
—  mosdy  himself. 

The  Harvest  is  out  of  the  mainstream  of  science  fie  don  in  that 
Wilson  is  less  concerned  about  the  science  of  what  he  offers  than 
the  reacdons  of  his  characters  to  that  science.  In  fact,  the  first 
secdon  of  the  book  would  hardly  be  recognizable  as  science 
ficdon  except  for  the  alien  ship  encircling  earth  like  a  second 
moon.  Wilson  keeps  you  guessing  right  to  the  end.
